JUSTIFICATION, in the Evangelical 
.# ſenſe of the word, and as the Apoſtle Paul 


uſes it, is a Juſtification by Faith; that is, Ju- 


ſtiſication is God's imputing or accounting of 
Faith in Jeſus Chriſt for Righteouſneſs ¶ or 
inſtead of Righteouſneſs] to all them who do 
receive bim as the Son of God. 7 ; 
That Evangelical Juſtification is a Juſtifi- 
cation by Faith, appears evidently from this, 
That the Geztiles muſt needs be juſtified the 
fame way that Abraham, the Father of the 


Faithful, was juſtified ; and it is plainly ſaid of 
Abraham, That be believed God, and it ¶ his 
believing] was accounted to him for Righteouſ- 
weſs, Belides, Juſtification is aſcribed unto 
_ Faith, Rom. 5. 1. Therefore being De 1

of God to the Gentiles. 43 
Faith, we have Peace with God, &c. Johnthe 
Evangeliſt tells us, Ch. 1. v. 12. that as man 
45 received him ¶ Chriſt ] to them gave he Power 
to become the Sons of God, even to them that be- 
lieve on his Name ¶ Son of God.] And Pa 
ſpeaks out moſt plainly, "Rox: 4. 5, That 9 
bim that worketh not, but believeth an him that 
offer the Ungodly [ that is, on God bis 
ath is counted for ighteonſneſs C as he had 
faid; v. 3. that Abrahaw's was to him.]

22. that therefore i [ his Faith] 
was imputed to him [to Abraham} for Righ- 
teon ſueſi. And then, in the following Verſes,

the paiment of a Debt, and accordingly a 
Bond that lay againſt the Debtor, is cancel'd. 
Really the Debt is not paid; but yet the Cour-

Nothing leſs than all this is ſaid by the Apo- 
ſtle, Row. 3. 24, 25, 26. We are juſtified free- 
ly by his [God's] Grace [for God, as I have 


Faith for Righteouſneſs, and yet it is] through 
the Redemption that is in Feſus Chrift, lt coſt 
our Lord Chriſt ſomething, even his deareſt 
Blood, but us nothing; it is free Grace to us, 
without Mony, without Price; tho it was not 
ſo to Chriſt, but: was a Purchaſe unto him] 
whom God hath ſet forth to be 4 Propitiation 
through Faith in his Blood, [not in condeſcen- 
ſion to the weakneſs and common Prejudices 


of Mankind about Expiation by Sacrifices, as

{tle tells us] to declare his Righteouſneſs 
for the Remiſſion of Sins that are paſt, 
through the Forbearance of God.

ſhort, to be the Eternal Logos, Wiſdow, or 
Mord in our Fleſh, and the Son of God, 
This Myſtery of God even the Father, and of 
Chriſt, is the proper Object of ſaving juſtify- 
ing Faith. Coloſ. t. 2-—fo the Prin, Viera 
of the Myſtery of God even the Father, Ts 0:5 
2 ndr [not of God ſimply and abſolutely, 
but of God as Father 3] and of Chrift, Rom, 
4.23, 24, 25. Now it was not written for hit 
[Abrahams] ſake_only, that iu [ his Faith] 
Was imputed to bim, but for ns aljo to whom it 
Hall be imputed, if we believe on him ¶ God 
even the Father J that raiſed up Feſus our Lord 
from the” dead, who was delivered or given 
unto Death] for our Offences, ['to make ſatiſ- 
faction for them as a Sin- offering and an 
Atonement ] and was raiſed again ¶ by the 
Glory of the Father] for our Tuftificati- 
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From this Text we learn that Juſtification 
conſiſts not barely in Remi{ſzon or Pardon of 
Sin, and conſequently, that to juſtify is not 
merely to abſolve and free from Sin or Guilt ; 
for this is only to declare the Perſon Innocent, 
whereas to j»ſtify him is to declare him Righte- 
ou 3 the former only ſigniſies that he deſerves 
no Puniſhment, but the latter, that he is in- 
tituled to a Reward : As intituled a Perſon 
may be, either by a way of a Debt owing to 
his works, which is the Legal way 5 or by 
Grace without works, by the Imputation of 
Faith for Righteouſneſs, which is the Evange- 
lical Method. | — 
Being juſtified by Faith, ſays St. Paul, Rom; 
5, I, we have Peace with: God. Peace, Par- 
don, and Remiſſion of Sin is a Fruit and con- 
ſequent of the Imputation of Faith for Righ- 
teouſneſs; and therefore, tho the Death of 
Chriſt was neceſſary (as I have ſnew d before,) 
in order to Juſtification, yet if Chriſt had on- 
ly died, and had not riſer again for our Juſti- 
fication, his dying had not been ſufficient to 
procure Remiſſion and Pardon of Sin. If 
Chriſt be not raiſed, ſays the Apoſtle, t Cor. 15. 
17. you are yet in your Sins, For tho it is true 
that Chriſt died on the account of our Offen- 
ces, to make ſatisfaction to Divine juſtice, 
yet he was to riſe again for our Juſtification, 
who were to receive Pardon but as a Conſes 
of our befng accounted Righteons, Rom:

Whence it follows, that the word Juſtifi. | 


cation uſed by St. Paul, altho a Forenſecal 
word, borrowed from Law Courts among the 
Few-, is not taken in the ſenſe it hath in them, 
where it ſignified only clearing, freeing and 
* in Judgment, as Deut. 25. 1. They 
ſhall juſtify the Righteous, L d νν]0. d N. 
Ay in the Septuagint.] And therefore our 
Ideas and Notions concerning Juſtification, 
muſt not be accommodated to the Uſages of 
Men in ſuch Courts, or to the Niceties of hu- 
mane Laws and Lawyers, as if we could not 
be Chriſtians, without being firs? Civilians 3 
but they muſt be ſuited to the Analogy of the 
_ Scriptures, and expreſſed accordingly, in the 
Form of ſound words. The Evangelical Juſti- 
fication is an Act of God; and it is Conſtitu- 
tive, not Declarative only, as Man's is: It

For the Faith that is imputed for Righte- 
ouſneſs, is, in the nature of it, a Practical, 
a Living, a working Faith, [ Faith working 
„ Love } and therefore is always accompani- 
ed with Holineſs, and a ſettled diſpoſition of 
the Soul fincerely to obey the Will of God; 
without which diſpoſition of mind, it can no 
more be true Faith, than the Sun can be a 
true Sun without Light, and beaming of Light. 
But ſtill Faith is fir, and muſt have the Ho- 
nour to be ſo, as the Root and Spring of our 
Obedience, which God accepteth not but as it 
comes from that Original; we muſt Love 
God, and from Love Obey him, becauſe we 
believe the Goſpel, that he fri? loved s; and 
therefore our Obedience is called the Oledi.

I anſwer, That in general, 
GLORY is the Excellency of Things ; and 
the Glory of every Species 1s that which is the 
beſt, the molt excellent of that Species. . And 
therefore this State of Glory that is promiſed 
in the Goſpel, and is expected by Believers, 
muſt be the bet, the moſt excellent State that 
they, as Men, are capable of. NN 
This is evident by the lofty Figures in 
which the State of Glory is repreſented 3 for 
it is not only ſtiled Salvation, Eternal Life, 
and Immortality, but it is ſet out by a Crow, 
a Crown of Life, a Crown of Righteouſneſs, 
and that a maſſive one too, an Eternal weight 
of Glory. Ay, nothing leſs than a Kingdom, 
and than Thrones, are uſed to expreſs the Splen- 
dor; or than Rivers of Joy, Paradiſe, and 
Triumpbs, to expreſs the Abundance, the De- 


lights, 
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lights, and the Satisfactions of that State. In 
ſhort, it is an Inheritance with the Saints in 
Light ; and Light is the moſt tranſcendent and 
- glorious of all Corporeal Objects, and the 
moſt delectable; and an Inheritance, the beſt 
and nobleſt Tenure, a Tenure for ever- 
more; and the Saints the beſt Company. 
Theſe and the like Expreſſions fill our 
Minds with high, vaſt, and charming Ideas, 
of the State of Glory. But to come to a nearer 
view and contemplation of it, we muſt con- 
ſider what the beloved Diſciple cone of the 
three Epopte, who were admitted to ſee the 
glorious Scene in the Holy Mount) hath 
told us thereof.

In this Text are declared the excellent Ad- 
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excellent Privilege; Now are we Sons of God.

yealed to us, but not yet revealed in us: 
What we ſhall be i: not yet manifeſted ; but we

In this Verſion of the Text, the Senſe, as 1 
have ſet it out, is plain and eaſy ; And for the 
Verſion, as it is nearer to the Greek, ſo it 
carries a more coherent meaning than that of 
our Tranſlators, who render the Text thus, 
It doth not yet appear what we ſhall be; but we 
"know that when he ſhall appear we. ſhall be like 
bim.

cloſed in many Copies ; for this will conduce 
much to the ſettling and clearing the true 
ſenſe. The 35 A iſt had ſaid in the begin- 
ning of the Verſe, that the WORD was 
made Fleſh, and dwelt among Us: And then 
it ſeems an Objeclion ſtarted up in his 
Thoughts, which was this; You ſay, The

Abraham and to his Seed: He that fore- 
knew, that predeſtinated, that purpoſcd 
to call, and to juſtify the Gentiles as well 


as the Jews 3 He it is that alſo purpoſed to 


glorify them; Rom. 8. Whim be juſtified, 
them he alſo glorified * 
This is further evident from Heb. 2. 


11, 16, where the Author of that Epiſtle 
| ſpeaking of the Patriarchs, Abraham, Iſa- 


ac, and Facob, that they profeſſed themſelves 
Pilgrims and Strangers here upon Earth ; 
and conſequently that they ſought 4 better 
Country, that is, an Heavenly: He adds, 
Wherefore God is not aſhamed to be called 
Their God, for be hath builded for them 4 
City Clearly implying by this Connexi- 
on, That to be their God, and to prepare 
and build for them 4 City, are Terms that 
infer each other.

&c, Phil, 3. 20, &c. Luke 9. 26. But ſee- 
ing of that Day and Hour knoweth no Mam, 
nor the Angels in Heaven, when it will 
come; I think it worth while to enquire, 
Whether every Believer at his particular 
Audit (for we muſt All ſtand at the Fudg> 
ment Seat of Chriſt) do not preſently enter 
into Glory upon the Diſſolution of his 
Earthly "Tabernacle 2? 4 * 
For my own part I am well reſolved 
in this Perſwaſion, that a true Behever, 
as ſoon as he ceaſes to live to Men (be) 
begins to live to God; For unto Him, as 
our Saviour tells us, the Patriarchs, Abra- 
ham, Iſaac, and Jacob ARE: And if 
the Patriarchs A R E, I fee no reaſon but 
that all others who have died already, or 
who ſhall die in the Faith as well as the 
Patriarchs, ſhould, on their 3 
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hence, immediately live to God as well as 
they, fince God is alike the God of all Be- 
levers. - 
Beſides, the Apoſtle Paul aſſures us of 
it, as of a known Truth: 2 Cor. 5. 1. 
We know that if our Earthly Houſe of this 
Tabernacle were diſſolved, we have | not we 
ſhall have at the laſt day; but there is re- 
dy prepared for us, we have ] 4 Building of 
God, an Houſe not made with hands, eternal 
in the Heavens, And again, wer. 4, We 
that are in this Tabernacle do groan, being 
burdened ;, not that we would be unclothed, but 
clothed upon not that we would only die, 
ſo to bedeljvered from our preſent Bur- 
dens 3 but we would be with the Lord to 
be inveſted with Glory] that Mortality 
might be ſwallowed up of Life, The Apo- 
ſtle inſinuates very plainly, that Death 
unto a Believer is but changing Clothes; 
the putting off old ones to put on 
new; or changing Houſes, to leave a poor 
decayed Cottage, no longer Tenantable, 
to go live in a new- built, ſtately, moſt de- 
lightful Palace. 
In fine, we are inform'd by St. Luke in 
his Goſpel, Chap 9. v. 30, 31. that Moſes 
and Elias are alive, and that they are 
in Glory: For he tells us, that when 
our Saviour was transfigured upon the 
Mount, theſe two were with him, and diſ- 
WY eourſed 
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courſed him about his Paſſion, and that 
they were in Glory; Aud behold there tal- 
hed with him two Men [| Aeg Wo, not 
two Souls, or two Angels, but two Men] 
which were Moſes and Elias, who appeared 
in Glory Lb sperrig iv ty, who were 
ſeen in Glory, as the word is uſed 1 Cor.15. 
8.] And ſpake of his deceaſe, which he 
ſhould accompliſh at Jeruſalem. But Peter, 
and they that were with him, were heavy to 
' ſleep : And when they were awake | which is 
faid to prevent Objections and Scruples, 
leſt any ſhould fancy the whole was only 
a Dream] they ſaw his Glory, and the two 
Men that ſtood with him. This, I take 
it, is a ſtrong Enforcement and Confirma- 
tion of my Opinipnʒ, for if Moſes and Eli- 
as are aliveand in Glory, it is certain that 

ſome are glorified before the Great Day of 
the General Judgment: And ſince there is 
the ſame reaſon that others, who die within 
the Covenant of Promiſe, ſhould be, and be 
glorified as well as they, it is as certain that 
they are.
